Rockets of 
UÁR Shoot

CAIRO (UPI) — The United 
Arab Republic successfully launch- * 
ed four single-stage rockets today 
to publicly enter the space age. 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser, 
who watched the tests, said they 
were not the first rockets his na 
tion had launched. He said the 
U.A R. launched rockets from 
Egyptian soil 14 months ago, or 
two months before Israel’s first 
announced test last July. 
It was the first announced 
launching of a rocket by an Arab 
nation. Israel’s “weather rocket" 
was launched 50 miles into the 
sky on July 5, 1961, and drew 
strong verbal attacks from the 
bloc. 
Official announcements said the 
first U.A.R. rocket launched today 
soared 600 kilometers (372 miles) 
into space and its "arrival at its 
distant target was successfully re­ 
corded.” It did not identify the 
target. 
The rockets were believed to 
have been launched from some­ 
where in the Egyptian desert.
